Sati>factory  arrangements  have  been  made 
witli  the  Museum  CouncH,  and  the  Third 
Annual  I'.xhibition  of  the  Canadian  Art 
Clul)  is  therefore  held  in  the  Art  Museum 
Ciallery.  The  Club  preserves  its  individual- 
ity and  is  i)y  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
enabled  lo  give  its  exhi1>ition  entirely  under 
its  own  direction  and  auspices. 

Already  it  is  evident  that  the  result  of 
the  Club's  efforts  has  been  to  make  known 
more  intimately  to  the  Canadian  public 
than  heretofore  the  work  of  several  dis- 
tinguished Canadian  artists  now  living  in 
tlic  United  States  and  elsewhere  abroad. 
The  aim  of  the  Club  members  is  to  widen 
the  sphere  of  art  in  this  country  and  whil.st 
encouraging  the  work  of  resident  artists  in 
Canada,  to  bring  together  the  best  produc- 
tions of  Canadian  artists  irrespective  of 
their  present  residence.  Believing  that  the 
object  of  every  art  organization  should  be 
to  foster  the  true  spirit  of  painting,  the 
Club  will  continue  to  use  its  best  endeavors 
to  as>ist  in  bringing  art  to  its  highest  ideal, 
and  hoi)es  that  by  its  own  exhibitions  this 
object   will  always  l>e  kept        view.
